FRESHMEN 


An item of interest to future 
college freshmen was Jost during 
the first semester shuffle but was 
recently recovered. Last fall 
Principal] Lyttle paid his annual 


visit to the University of Mich- 
igan where he interviewed the 


freshmen who graduated from SHS 
and also talked with around 75 
members of the University faculty. 
These interviews have proven to be 
very important because Mr. Lyttle 
can learn what high school prepar- 
ation a college freshman should 
have and in this manner may 
better prepare Saginaw High 
students for college. Many stu- 
dents profit from this information 
also, as an average of 25% of 
SHS’ s 1954 graduates are now in 
a school of higher learning. 
The University of Michigan 
faculty brought out the fact that 
when a student applies for admis- 
sion to the University he is 
actually applying to a school of 
the college- Literature, Science, 
and the Arts, Nursing, etc.- not 
the University itself. The appli- 
cation blank is, of course, very 
important in adjusting the 
student to the University if he is 
accepted, and they pay more 
attention to the history the 
student writes of himself than 
any other part of the application. 
The best high schoo] preparation 
that a student may make for enter- 
ing college is earning two majors 
and two minors. However, if a 
student’s history and certdin 
tests show that he is capable of 
college work, he may be admitted 
without these requirements.

RARE HONOR GIVEN 
TO PRESIDENT 


President Eisenhower has become 
one of the few United States 
Presidents to be depicted on a 
foreign postage stamp. The Re- 
public of South Korea issued three 
postage stamps on December 25, 
1954, commemorating the Korea-U.S. 
Mutual Defense Treaty. President 
Eisenhower is depicted shaking 
hands with President Syman Rhee of 
South Korea. The flags of the 
two countries appear in the back- 
ground. 

The value of the stamps are: 10 
hwan blue, 19 hwan brown, and 71 
hwan green. The numerals ‘4287 ‘ 
are equivalent to 1954. 

Most of our presidents have 
never received this great honor. 
Living presidents are not honored 
by postage stamps.

This month we celebrate the 
birthdays of two great American 
Presidents. One was a humble 
man who spent his childhood in a 
log cabin--Abraham Lincoln; the 
other was a Virginian gentleman 
who was noted for his honesty-- 


George Washington. Lincoln’s 
birthday is celebrated on the 
twelfth of February and Washing- 
ton’s on the twenty-second. 

It was General George Washington 
who Jed the Continental troops 
to victory, thus forcing Great 
Britain to recognize our Declara- 
tion of Independence.
